TOURISTS ARE FORCED 
TO CAMP FOUR NIGHTS 


Foot and Mouth Disease 
Embargo Starts Trou- 
ble at Border 


YUMA, Arizona, April 18.— 
Quarantine guards on duty here 
to enforce the state’s embargo 
against California vehicular 
traffic tonight rep@lled an at- 
tempt to break the blockade, | 

The vanguard of more than} 
700 motorists from California} 
barred from entry under the 
embargo swept past some of the 
guards on the Colorado river 
bridge, but retreated when a 
cordon was formed on the Yuma 
side and fire hose brought up. 

The embargo was enforced by the 
State of Arizona because of the pos- 
sibility of the motorists being car- 
riers of the foot and mouth disease 
germ. Miot calls were turned in, 
and every available officer in Yuma 
County and the fire department 
rushed to the Cororado River bridge, 
marking the boundary, bent on 
stopping the mob. 

The situation was tense here. Ser- 
eral thousand persons crowded to 
polpts near the bridge. It was later 
announced that none of the bridge 
inspectors or guards were armed, 
There was no shooting. 

For four nights the motorists had 
suffered the hardships resulting 
| from encamping on the desert. 

Previous to their dash, a few of 
the more venturesome drove upon 
the bridge and defied guards and 
inspectors to make them return, de- 
claring they were within their rights 
and “standing upon government 
property.” ‘They were backed by a 
long train of motor cars stretched 
fout for more than a half mile tn 
j the desert on the west sido of the 


bridge.

The experts have come to the co1- | 
clusion that there will be no troubls 
In floating In the United States t2 
proposed $100,000,000 loan, a loan 
of $75,000,000 on the London mar- 
ket with continental Hurope absort- 
ing another $25,000,000, “provided” 
as one of them put it today, “they 
don't get the loan flotations mixed 
up with politics.” 

No Committments, 

The United States experts take It 
for granted that Great Britain wili 
not make any committments to 
France regarding possible action tn 
case Germany is shown to be .n 
“wilful default’; but they express 
confidence that if such default oc- 
curs it will be so obvious that the 
whole world will be ranged on the 
side of the long-suffering allied 
creditors, 

The experts do not expect much 
real French resisiance to the plan 
for the “transfer committee” to 
handle reparation: payments from 
Germany, transferring the German 
currency into foreign currency. 

Much curios‘ty is being expressed 
concerning who will be the Repara- 
tion Commission's choice for chair- 
man of the Transfer Committee, or 
“the world’s biggest financial boss,” 
as some of the observers assert he 
will be, 

Suggestions that either Brigadier 
General Dawes, Owen D. Young, or 
Henry M. Robinson, the United 
States experts, should be appointed 
chairman of the Transfer Commit- 
tee because of their familiarity with 
the plans of the experts, has been 
laughingly but firmly turned down 
by their spokesmen. The sugges- 
tions originated in British circles, 
They met with a characteristic, ‘No, 
siree’ from General Dawes. Mr. 
Young is sald to have replied that 
he had a good job of his own at 
present, and that it was high time 
he was returning home to attend to 
it. Mr. Robinson is declared to have 
given a similar answer.

upon a four-day Easter recess. Un- 
til the Marx-Stresemann cabinet is 
in receipt of the official! text of the 
Commission's resolution it will not 
attempt actively to envisage the en- 
tire range of issues involved in the 
scheme, and, inasmuch as the sum- 
mons from the reparations body is 
apparently untimed, it is belleved 
the government will stress the obvi- 
ous necessity of contemplating the 
relation of its legislative measures 
to the outcome of the forthcoming 
pirllamentary elections, 

The Nationalist newspapers aro 
prompt to scent in the Reparation 
Tivard's speedy action an indication 
of “French dominance,” while on 
the other hand, they charged the 
covernment with having blundered 
into a blind alley in that it made 
unconditional acceptance of the ex- 
perts’ report a basis of the parley.

Canada’ 's Spring Miracle Defies G 


Sap’s Runnin’! Let Funda- 
mentalist and Modern 
Scientist Alike Bow to the 
Marvel Expressed in This 

Familiar Phrase ~ Sugar 
Bush Has Lost Something 
in Picturesqueness. But Has 
Grown Greatly in Value.

ORTY freight trains each with twenty laden 
F care and minus any locomotive fore or aft, 
slowly running uphill! 

Hight hundred ears, carrying 24,000 pounds 
of freight each, defying the law of gravitation 
and mounting in an almost vertical direction of 
thelr own volition! 

With the sunny days and frosty nights of 
March, countless millions of gallons of water— 
a veritable ocean—carrying 20,000,000 pounds of 
solid matter, run uphill] through the trunks and 
limbs of the Canadian sugar maples every year. 
These 20,000,000 pounds of matter represent but 
three per cent. of the up-pouring cascade. Those 
with a flair for figures may work out this three 
per cent. and estimate the flow necessary to pro- 
duce it, 

Meantime, let fundamentalist and modernist 
alike bow before the miracle expressed in the 
simple phrase, “Sap’s runnin’! bearing in mind 
these figures deal only with the cultivated 
“sugar bush” and take no account of millions of 
trees in our northern forests. 

The first white men in Canada heard the 
equivalent of that phrase from the natives, and 
learned from Lo, the poor Indian, the art of 
sugar making as it was—and still is-—practised 
on no other continent, Crude methods and primi- 
live equipment marked the early history of the 
industry. With his tomahawk the aborigine 
roughly gashed the mgple bark and inserted a 
wooden spout to drip the sap into birch bark 
dishes, from which it was gathered to be boiled 
in clumsy earthen kettles. Dor over a generation 
the paleface followed these cumbersome and un- 
satisfactory customs except that be used metal 
vessels for those of clay. Today things are 
different, and if modern science in the “sugar 
bush” has robbed ap ancient art of much of its 
picturesqueness, it has added greatly to the value 
of the product. 

Nor bas romance been entirely killed. “Sugar- 
ing off” is still a favorite outdoor winter sport 
in the maple country which includes much of 
Quebec and portions of Ontario and the Marl- 
Umes, 

Joys of “Sugaring Off’ 

HE sugar camp is still the rendegvous of 
choirs and senior Sunday school classes, 
who regard the event as a social feature afford- 
ing rare pleasure. After a hike to the woods 
on a spring day, the aroia of the escaping steam 
from an evaporator is ambrosial, To taste the 
“taffy” made by throwing the hot syrup on the

In all directions through the “sugar bush" 
are to be seen the sap buckets, one or two to 
every maple, hanging on the spouts inserted in 
the auger holes. Conical shaped and holding 
from four to twelve quarts of eap each, the 
buckets are visited at frequent intervals by the 
sap gatherer.

the world. For greater safety it is hidden 

away on top of one of the highest and 
most isolated of the upper Broadway buildings, 
at Fifty-seventh street, facing Central Park. It 
is swept by the four winds of heaven, without any 
near-by building to Interfere, 

From this reservoir is continually pumped the 
emanation which the radium produces and which 
is supplied to physicians and hospitals every- 
where, provided they are competent to use it as 
an instrument in the alleviation of human suf- 
fering. 

As closely guarded as the United States treas- 
ury, tho reservoir contains the largest supply of 
pure radium under itndividua) control Oxtra- 
ordinary precautions are taken to ensure its 
safety, as well as for the safety of those who 
come in contact with the emanation. 

To gain a true conception of tho energy of 
this element undergoing spontaneous disintegra- 
tion one must remember that the emission is un- 
ceasing—almost perpetual motion, Year in and 
year out, radium, without generally consuming 
itself, emits energy at a rate constant in pro- 
portion to its amount—a feat which no non-radio- 
active substance can begin to accomplish, 

An observer standing on the rise of ground in 
Central Park, if his gaze happened to dwell on 
the upper parapet of the tallest building in his 
direct lino of vision, must wonder. Looking 
southeast on a sunny day he would observe a 
brilliant reflection playing in and about the 
windows of the western angle of one of the top- 
most stories, At first it might seem that some 
oOccupent was trying with a mirror to concen- 
trate the sun's rays on some one below in the 


street, but in reality it is a far more uncanny 
thing—it is the reflectfon of the radium emana 


tions, 
The Lead-Lined Room 
ROM an ordinary office the visitor is led into 
a labOratory containing an amazingly com- 
plicated and delicate apparatus of glass and 
gilstening mercury, On all sides are barred 
windows electrically articulated go that the least 
attempt to break in would be instantly recorded, 
and in a manner that would surprise the most 
intrepid intruder, This room is the outer portal 
of the reservoir, 

From tho barred, prison-like anteroom a mas- 
sive lead door with three locks opens inte a lead 
room, dark and much like what a youthful and 
romantic imagination would conjure up as a 
medieval torture chamber. The room, about 
twelve or fourteen feet sauare, has five tons of 
lead in its walls to protect pewple passing in the 
corridors beyond and working in the offices 
adjacent, 

In the very centre of the lead-lined room, 
standing like a sacrificial altar, is a safe lifted 
high into the alr by a concrete pedestal. It is 
the heart of the reservoir, the origin of the never- 
ceasing flow of energy. Although the emanation 
is decaying from day to day a fresh crop 1s be- 
ing spontaneovsly manufactured by the radium 
within the safe. The radium is placed near the 
ceiling to assist the passage of the emanation 
through the glass labyrinth leading from the top 
of the safe. The emanation stops three times 
on its way out of the lead room or reservoir, each 
time losing « part of its impurities, until it
